Eastern States- 

WAflniNQTON, July 20.— The Senate or- 
ganized a committee who reported a concur- 
rent resolution for an ndjonrnment at half- 
past four p. m., to-day, till November 2l8t, 
to which the House agreed by 71 ayes to 40 
uoce. 

Mr. Boutwgl! made an elaborate speech 
when the veto message was reoeivedi 

Sohunck, Bailer and others followed more 
briefly, but deoouooed the Prcaident with 
great violenoo and deroaoded Impeachment. 

SteTons defended the theory of Congress 
that the Soatbern Slates are conquered torrlx 
lory. 

The bill then passed by a strict parly vole 
—ayes, 100 ; noes, 22. 

Tho resolution passed providing that no 
district comraaudcr shall bo removed vfilhout 
tho consent of tho Senate, unless by reoom- 
uicndatioD of the commandiDg General of the 
army. 

The veto of the Appropriation Bill to 
carry out the seTeral BeoonBtraction Acts 
was presented and Ihe bill pasaed by the 

aiune vote. 

In tho Senate tho Reconsttuclion Bill was 
passed over the veto, without dobale, by 26 
aves to G noes. 

Tho nouBO adjournment, after considerable 
debate and several amendments offered nnd 
rejected, was finally amended so as to agree 
to adjournment at 3 o'clock to-morrow to the 
first Monday in December. 

Europe. 

Nkw Yobk, July 21— Advices from Europe 
to the 10th say that the French Corps Legia- 
latif passed a supply bill for 168.000,000 
francs, including 27,000,000 lor the army. 

Tho glut of money in London is nnpa- 
rallaled. The Bank of England has reduced 
the rate of discount to the lowest point ever 
known. 

In tho Italian Parliament, on the 10th, 
Ratlazi said the present time is Inopportune 
for granting uadiatnrbed liberty to the obureh.

DELAYED. DISPATCHES. 

San FiiANCisco, July 17th — The mystery 
conuccled with the killing of tho French 
woman Celine Boulot, is cleared up. The 
man who oommltted the aot la nnder arrest 
and tho whole cironmstaDces have been re- 
lated by him. Bis name is Eugene Taoker. 
He was a member of Eureka Hose Company, 
is 21 years of age, and has recently served 
an apprenticeship in the Minor's Foundry, 
Upon being taken into custody, ho broke 
down coniplutc'ly and betrayed tho most piiin- 
lul emotions, ilo voluntarily stated theeir- 
oumstanecs of the alTuir: He said he weut to 
Ihe woman's house on llm evening before tlio 
killing nnd retired at 11 o'clock. In the 
night ho awoke, experiencing a terrible feel* 
ing of snflocation and fearing that the woman 
bad ovi] designs against him, arose to strike 
a light. The woman endeavored to prevent 
him and a eoniHo ensued between them.- She 
was the most powerful of Ibe two, and ho 
feared she ffonid kill him, when be seized a 
pistol and fired twico into the darkness, Ai 
the second shot her hold relaxed, and sho fell 
backwards, lie then dropped tho pistol, put 
on his pantaloons nnd escaped. Later iu tho 
evening; ho aekoowled;;od thai ho carried a 
bottle of champagne to her house, also the 
pistol, which circumslanoo tends to plaeo him 
in a more ugly position. Ho mado differen' 
statements concerning the aflair. At a lato 
hour last evening be stated thai bo went to the 
woman's house about eleveo o'clock aod re- 
tired soon after. He got up and took the 
bottle of chloroform from bis pocket, nnd also 
his handkerchief nnd took them to bed with 
him. About I wo hour,) ufiorwards, suppos- 
iog the woman to be asleep, ho poured some 
chloroform on bis handkerchief nnd applied it 
lightly to her mouth and nostrils, when she 
eui^doaly awoke and sprang out of bed. Ho 
also sprang out, when sho crabbed him by 
the throat, und being a Ktru.ng woman, had 
nearly BUcceeded iu forcing him to tho floor, 
when ho supposed she would kill him. fie 
then reiiched cut and drew llie pistol and 
fired two shois in nipid tuccession. The 
woman screamed and supposing ho had shot 
her, he cjuickly gathered np the first articles 
of cloihiog ibat osma handy nnd fled. The 
room was perfectly dark when tbesoofHa was 
going on. He did nol see the woman but 
lell her strong grasp on his throat and fired in 
the dittctioQ of his antagonist. To-day he 
tells a diflerent story. Ha says that be was 
hib-ring under great excitement last night 
and did not know what ho was saying; that 
lie did not attempt to apply the cliloriilorm to 
the woniun, hut h:icl purclia t-d it to une Upon 
himself iu consftpiunce of a nervou^^Dess 
wliio!) prtviiito,! Iiirri Iroin slei-pitig ; that he 
applied tho saturated handkiTChief to his own 
nostrils, and in doing so awoko the woman, 
who became frightened, su posing probably 
that the drog was intended for her Sho 
jiiriiped froiii ihi" bed ..iid went to lii^r bureau 
drawer, us he ouppo.-ed !o procuri! ;i WLMpiio, 
and then turned lurionsly upon him ; when, 
ftariugshe "ould kill him, he fired the Iwo 
shuts as before related.

If ihi' <pu>lion ol Klrikis were univL'rsally 
regarded in tin; lit'lil it assumes to business 
men in thu city, Hicro would bo little anxiety 
with ro'ipect to it. In the opinion ol ex- 
perienced traders legislation can do no good 
and is wholly onnccessory. The strike sys- 
lem can inllict iin evil oo the public except 
such as the public choose to incur. It ig n 
po[iular lallacy to look upon the niatler as 
one between employers and opcrativo.s. It 
is entirely between 'ha operatives and the 
put>lic. Tlio masters can mako no pruhts by 
keeping down Iho Wages of tho man. Just 
as tho profits of Iho masters in any given 
occnpaiion reach a p'lint beyond a f,iir re 
inuneiiition lor their capital iunl time in cotn- 
parisnn witli the prcdil-- obtained in utli -r 
pursuits, they are certain to attract an 
amount of cuinpetition which at once restores 
the balance. Ua Iho other hand, if they 
cannot obtain this fair remnnoration thoy 
withdraw Ihcir capital, and, their number 
being thus thinned, the remainder aro able 
to cinirgo higher prices, fn any caso it is 
the public alouo that are permanently inter- 
ested in Ibe result. Under theso circuin- 
staoccB if it be tho gonoral view lhat the 
operatives in any parlicular Undo, or ia all 
trades, aro underpoid, and that we really got 
our clothea, or food, or other ortiolog, nt 
prices too low to Im eoiiHistcni with the best 
interests of the p jpulatiou at larL'e, wo should 
welcome the intiniiiti ,n, whether it be con- 
veyed to ua by strikes or any other moans so 
that wo may hasten to redress tho evil. If 
tlioro bo anoclual grievance to be romedied, 
that which wo pay in tbo extra cost ol 
various articles will be more than made up to 
us by savings in poor rate,'', or in our 
criminal udininistiation, or hy the advance- 
ment of the moral and Siinitary condition ol 
the country, liunco, a Ktriko when opera- 
tives have a valid ground of complaint, is a 
puhlio honelit. In tho oonirary oase, when 
Ibe publio consider there is no grievance, 
and, indeed, lhat tho attempt to extort higher 
wagas nl tho cost ol every class of con- 
sumers would, if it were t^ucoo-sful, diminiiih 
tho eoinforls nnd ,';enoral well-being of the 
community, the public have in their own 
hands tho immediate power of repressing tho 
inoveincnt. No now laws or Governmont in- 
lerlerenco are required for (ha omorgeooy. 
iSlany persons are asking whether nt this 
hour the evil lum not heeomn so extonsivo ss 
to call for Bi'ccial measures of rniiression, 
But there are no legal measures that would 
have tho sliglitcBl chanco of' success. It is 
tiue lhat intimidation seems lo be Ihe groat 
weapon by which strikes ate rendered ofleo- 
tivo. Those, however, ore oiumsy praclition- 
era that resort to Intimidation in a form that 
could properly como under puoiahmont. The 
moBt potent tyranny is that o( chias opinion, 
and if iho orgaiiizalion of a Trades' Union 
bo such that tho whole of its membois can 
bo brought 10 shun any poor brother opera- 
tivu, or to affix upon him some name of con- 
tempt, thoy will render Iho life of such a por- 
son far more intolerable than If they wora to 
exercisQ force. Moreover, in using tlu'se 
means die Unions uro not goim.' beyond the 
righiH open lo all. Every class hai its po* 
cu iaiiti if, and is apt in irresistible, but po,* 
teuily legal, way^ to bring those of its mum- 
beN/ffhQ ms seek to bre»k tbrcush i(a oon* 



ventionalities into a position almost unen- 
durable, h is idle, therefore, to expect that 
the tyranny nf Trades' Onions can be check- 
ed by any other influebce than that which 
proves the corrective for analagons abases at 
tho Universities, in the Aimy, Ihe Navy, in 
Iho various theological sects, in trading 
bodies, in ihoSlook K.\changa, and, in short, 
all gatherings of persons engaged in a com- 
mon pursuit— the growth of intolligence and 
Ihe force of opinion from the outside world. 
The point to be uoderstood Is lhat in all 
strikes the pub ic are the parlies attncked — 
that tho masters really havo nothing to do 
with Iho ultimate issue, nnd that it is for the 
publio either 'c surrondor or to resist as they 
may deem proper. If thoy consider the cusu 
to be ono for reeistar.ce, they have only 
lo bo true to thoniHelvos, and evnry 
strike must hopelessly collapse. When 
a body of railway porters or of omni- 
bus drivers seek to. coerce them by suddenly 
depriving themof'tbe means of locoinotioo, 
or when it is attempted to compel them lo 
pay more for their coats by ri'lusing to sup- 
ply them Willi now ones, it for thu community 
to dotormino whether thoy will stand by 
each other and conscientiously submit to a 
o'jriaiD period of inconveuionce to prevent 
what they oonsidor to be an unjosiifiahle ex- 
tortion. The Uniona do not pursue their 
policy without a certain risk ; tliny mny lose 
all their funds in the effort and likewise li^r 
weeks or months experience piivations, mid 
if Iho publio in their own (lelenco cinnol 
rtxerciee an equal amount ol suit-denial they 
deserve be beaten in tlie contest. In every 
8:riko it may bo observed ihcro are inferior 
members of tho trade who advorllso that 
they have given In to it, and can thoroloro 
supply co.^tomer.s while otlii-r shops are 
closed, Such parties should he regardi'd by 
tho publio in tho same light as thu memt;erB 
of a Union would regard one of their body 
who broke fuiih with the general combina- 
tion. In such a oase 'a nbolesome moral 
would be enforced, and the idea of any 
national damage from Trades' Unions would 
be oxiinguiBhed for ever. The ini|)erutivu 
necessity lhat exists at this juncture lor llna■^ 
niinily of actinn on tho part of the people, 
threatened ns they aro both at liomo and in 
tho colonies wiili liosiilily oven to the most 
elementary principles of Ireo-trade, can per- 
haps only bo |udg6d by those who have op- 
portunities to weigh such qiioBtions in their 
broadest aspects. There can bo few, how- 
ever, who will fail to understand that a sy--, 
torn founded on tho doctrine that the beat 
workmen meet not bo allowed to do more 
lhan the average ono will involve tlio decay 
of any nation in which it may be established. 
It is founded on the ignorant plea thai there 
is only a certain amount of work to bo exe- 
cuted, and lhat of this amount thero can be 
but a disiiucl share for each, v.horcas every 
man who increases our stock ol coinmoilities 
makes fresh work lor all by increasing the 
wealth of the country, aVid tho power of indi- 
viduals to exchange with ouo anothor tho 
goods they e.ich rroduce.

(4 men) three weeks ago taking out good 
pay, as hif,'h as STf) u day, but liad rot taken 
pay since ; Mouniain r-o. eiiiking a new shnf, 
Bud construciiiiy hoistinu-gear, commencing 
to drift ; Cain co. (8 men) takinj; out cxpin^ 
eea ; Guno co. bought oul the Juynef co. and 
would drill from their shaft; Last Chai oa 
CO sunk a nhali, run a drift, and sunk a blind 
Bbaft but louiul iiothinjj ; Halliday go's shall 
down 60 leet and tlrifiiii); ; 'I'he Blackhawk 
CO. Wire hydraulicin;;. They had not washed 
up, bot owing to ibe excessive number of 
rocks their progress was mnoh impeded. 
The same remarks will apply to t':e Robert., 
son CO., with this L'.\ccpti(jn thai in the cours i 
of washing away tho bench they oamo unux- 
poctedly upon a stratum of gravel in which 
gold was visible. On observing this they 
cleaned up two sluice boxes, (roin which tlicy 
btained -I'lO.

TnB Progrea of Lyons publishes a letter 
from a chemist of Marseilles, who suggests a 
mode of opposing the needlcguna by a 
Greek fire ho has invented. He aays : — "To 
givo an idea of the efficacy of my discovery, 
I declare, and am ready to prove, llmt I can, 
at a distanco of 1,000 uioire.T, envelopo an 
army o( 100,000 niou iu a sea cl flame within 
loss than five minutes. If a town has to Lo 
taken by assault I have no need of a Kotoop- 
Bobine, as I can set it on Qre in very nearly 
the same period, In a nayal battle I would 
run into the enemyi and ib 15 seconds cover 
all the deck of tbe Vessel with a torrent of 
flame which would burn the rigging, pencH 
trale baiween tbe decks, and instantaneouely 
stifle all tbe crew. In an attack on a seu 
port I could burn Ibe town and arsenals 
within range with Ihe rapidity of lightning. 
With such means no wnr is possible, as 
neither victors uor vanquished would return 
f'om the Oeld of battle. As to Iho fortress of 
Luxemburg, tho subject of dispute at the 
present moment, I undertake to rid it of its 
garrison in a quarter of an boor^" Tho Pro- 
grci adds that, if there Is no Marseillaise ex- 
aggeration in tho above description, such an 
invention would certainly put an end to all 
war. 



An E-MBASsr from Japan to tho United 
States arrived lately at New York. It ccn- 
sists of two Commisiiooets, a secretary, five 
interpreters and attaches, and several ser* 
vants, and came by way of San Francisco 
and Panama. The Embassy will proceed to 
Washington to bo ofhcially received by tho 
President, after which it will mako an ex- 
tended tour throughout tho country. Its ob- 
ject is to examine and report upun the army, 
navy, railroads, canals, schools, and various 
other objocts uf Interest iu tho United States. 
Shortly after Ihcir arrival at Now York the 
Japanese were persuaded to lake off their 
native attire, and-to make their appearance 
in Yankee clothing; and the Now York 
aldermen introduced them to New York 
customs by at once taking ibem to see tbe 
Black Crook at Niblo's garden. Tbe recent 
extensive purchases of territory by Secretary 
Sowa d have given rise to a rumor that he will 
endeavor to parauade tho Embassy to £cli 
him Japan.

plain?. Colonel Tiltun is at S.in Fraiici-ico 
and, has already telographcd North to a com* 
potent corps of surveyots to be prepared for 
immediate and active operations in saivoyiog 
tbe different passes Ibroagb the mountains 
for a practicable route.

The Zealous Eleven, in their 
first inniogs, made 36, and in tbeir second 
only scored 27— the Malaccas winning by 
135 poiols. Tbe easy victory of tbe Malacca 
Eleven was mainly due to the batting and 
bowling of Mr VVnrriigton; .Mr Needham's 
score (18) iu ttje first iiinii^^s lioljii J i^teatty.
